As the year 1957 came to a 
dose about 11.000 people In 
the eight county service area 
of the Hazard District Office 
were receiving approx, mately 
*394. 000 e ch month in old-age, 
survivors and disability bene- 
fits. In announcing these fig- 
ures, Alma D Knox. District 
Manager of the Hazard social 
:**curHy office, stressed these 
are insurance piyments that go 
to qualified old fo)k<, widows, 
children and disabled persons 
regardless of their need. 

The year 1957 saw a steady 
increase in the number of peo- 
ple pplying for payments. In 
the Hazard district 2 963 new 
claims for benefits were filed 
which was a 45 percent in- 
crease over 1956 Claims for 
disability benefits and for the 
disability freeze” were filed 
by 948 persons. General in- 
quiries about the social secur- 
ity program answered by the 
office staff numbered 13.759. 
Reneficiaries accounted for an 
additional 2,407 interviews. 

In the district during 1957, 
original social security cards 
were issued to 5,013 people 
who were starting to work for 
the first time. TTiere were 2,- 
641 persons who lost their so- 
cial security cards and were 
issued duplicates. 

The increase over former 
years is due primarily to 
amendments to the social se- 
curity law. These changes 
brought many persons under 
social security coverage for the 
first time. Another change pro- 
vided for cash monthly pay- 
ments at age 50 to workers who 
can meet the requirements for 
disability benefits. Payments to 
qualified dependent children 
who were disabled before age 
18 and remain disabled after 
age 18 were provided for by the 
amendments

In this rolumn we have shown many p stages in the Bible 
that mention how to be saved, and also mention the attitude of 
contrita dependence (repenting f it h ) as the condition of salva- 
tion. The attitude is always mentioned as completely sufficient. 
But baptism was not mentioned in these passages, and by com- 
parison is seldom mentioned in the Bible. 

The only possible way. then, to miintain that baptism is 
essential to salvation is to say that the saving attitude includes 
baptism, that the ceremony is part of the attitude But this is 
impossible, because baptism is of a nature foreign to and dif- 
ferent from conversion. Conversion is an attitude: baptism is a 
ceremony, a work No work can be a part of the attitude itself. 
"Therefore it is of faith that it might be by grace" (Rom. 4:16). 
"And if by grace, then is it no more of works: otherwise graee 
is no more graee. But if it be of works, then Is it no more grace: 
otherwise work is no more work” (Rom 11:6) Raptism Is a work 
of righteousness which we do (Matt 8:16). But the Scriptures say 
in Titus 3 5. “Not by works of righteousness which we have done, 
but according to His mercy He saved us.” 

This religious conversion of attitude has three aspects and 
ts sometimes called by any one of them: repentance and faith 
and prayer Repentance is the turning away from sin, faith is 
turning to Christ, and prayer is the immediate expression of It 
to God: hut all are part* of this moral, spiritual turning, all par- 
take of the nature of at’itude. all are inseparable aspects of con- 
tersion. all are strictly psychological rather than physical as bap- 
tism Is, all are personal rather than social ar t! formal as bap- 
tism Is. 

In making up your mind you ought to remember the mssn- 
mg of words, the definition of words, You have to decide in the 
sincerity of your own soul whether baptism is a work or an st- 
fltudo. Is it made of the same stuff as repentance and faith and 

calling on the I^»rd’ Baptism by definition it e work, and cannot 
bo a part of conversion; but repentance and faith and calling on 
the Lord are not works of righteousness. Let u* be careful to 
rightly divide the Word of Truth.

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Governor Metcalfe-’ 'Old Stone Hammer 



Chariot F. Hinds 

Thomas Metcalfe, Kentucky's ninth governor 
was a stonemason by trade. It has been said 
that he helped to build the Old Governor's 
Mansion and the Greemburg Courthouse in 
Grren County. The Old Governors Mansion Is 
now the home of the Lieutenant-Governors, 
while the old Greensburg Courthouse is reputed 
to be the oldest courthouse still standing in 
Kentucky today 

There Is an Interesting story, not corrobor- 
ted by two of Frankfort’s leading newspapers 
if the period, that Governor Orsha threathen- 
1 to refu*e office to Metcalfe, his successor, 
iecau r e he didn't think that a stonemason was 
lignifird enough to he Governor. 

This story probably had its origin in 
Oesh i’s insistence that his term overlap that of 
Metcalfe's by the number of days nfccssary to 
complete his four-year term The Kentucky 
Constitution was not clear on the point of 
exactly when one term ended and another 
began, stating in one pi ice that the office -hall 
begin on the fourth Tuesday following the elec- 
tion and, in another, that the office shall con- 
tinue for four weeks past the election Governor 
Desha was merely following the custom of pre- 
vious governors of staying >n office one week 



beyond the in mgiiral ceremonies of their suc- 
cessors

day, Governor Desha, who appeared to be moat 
concerned about receiving a full pay check,

As ,i young man, Mctclfe com- 
pensated for Ihe lack of a sound, formal educa* 
tie; through independent udy and reading 
habits. 

In 1812 he w s elected to the State House 
From that time until a few years before his 
death, ho was active in politics. He served also 
in the State Senate and in the United States 
House and Senate 

Although a militia officer like many of the 
aspiring politicians of his day, Governor Met- 
calfe seemed to have preferred the title of 
“Old Stone Hammer’’ of that to "General.” He 
died in Nicholas County in 1855.
